_ asSto.giveup our hearts unto it, Therefore every 
Roſe that groweth in this Garden hath irs Thorn, every 
Beauty its Blemiſh, every Splendour its waight, that 
- theone maybe a remembrancer anto us, not to dote 
too mach upon the other, that the full bent of our af- 
feions may ſtill. be reſerved for God, It there were 
any thing found here. of ſo entire and uniform a compo- 
ſure of fry, that there were no other quarrel leſt for 
phe mind of man to entertain agaiuſt ir, yet this is an in- 
eparable abatement that ſticks upon them all, that they 
Are all frail and fading and muſt have an end, and no- 
hing can make us truly happy, but that wherein happi- 
Peſs is laſting and perpetual: And on the other ſide, 
There is nothing that befallechus in this world, ſo pure- 
Y grievous and calamitous, but there is ſome matter of 
comfort and'conſolation to be found init, which Grace 
can diſcover and make uſe of, though ſometimes it is be- 
yond the wiſdome of Nature, 

There is no Poyfon bur hath ſomething Medicinable- 
in it,which the Art of Piety may draw forth of it, Icon- 
fefs indeed, that the preſent calamity weareunder, the 
loſs of his Sacred Majeſty, is anevil of fo ſad a preſence 
unto an honeſt and Chriſtian hearr, that if we look up- 
onit with a fall view, in all the conſequences that are 
like to follow, it will not be eafie (for ought Tknow) to 
think upon any earthly calamity of. more univerſal' and 
perfect ſorrow : And yet even in this,there are ſome cor- 
mers of refuge for a Chriſtian ſoul to kideir ſelf in, that 
i& may got be ſwallowed up with diſcontent, 'Fhat ” 
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good a KING ſhould die, it hath init matter of emi- 
nent ſorrow: But then that he died ſogood a KIN G, 
chat hath ſome recompence of comfort and ſolace, In 
the former, our loſs calleth for our ſighs, bur 1n the lac- 
ter, his gain alloweth us ſome breathings of joy : Thar - 
he ſhould die under the name of a Tyrant, a Murtherer, 
and a Traytor, is an objec full of lamentation, bur 
that he died indeed a Martyr, a Martyr both of the 
State and the Church, for the Liberties of his Subjects, 
like a good KING, and in the defence of the true 
Religion, like a good and glorious Chriſtian, this hath 
joy init above that ſorrow, whileſt we ſee che ignomi- 
nies of his death but ſhadows and falſhoods, bur the ' 
 Glories thereof as Subſtances and Traths, which will 
enrol him in the Golden Catalogues both of faithfull 
Sufferers for his —_— faithfull Patriots and Fathers 
of his Countrey, That he ſhould be trampled on wich 
fo much inſolence, as I think the like bak note been 
heard of in the World, (and I am ſorry ſhould have 
the firſt preſident in. a Chriſtian Church and Nation,) - 
it is.a matter of much ſadneſs. and grief, but that he 
ſhould ſuffer ſo much inſolence with ſuch admirable cou- 
rage and Chriſtian patience, the like whereof I chink 
hath ſcarce bin read of in all the world, this preſentech 
him unto us as a Conquerour over his Enemies and Per- 
ſecutors, and them as the ſlaves and captives of his 
Chriſtian triumph, and affordech us matter of joy and. 
contentment, Iris a heavy thing to think on, that he 
ſhould ſuffer by his own Fudzs's : Bur a joytull and glo- 
rious thing it 1s te think on, that he ſuffered ſo like his 
own Feſas; ſo like him in the manner andcircumſtances 
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of his ſufferings, bcing betrayed by his own: Servants, ar-

raigned before Jon and Pate, at the beſt, reviled, 
reproached, and (they fay) ſpit upon by an unworthy 
Yarlet, {corned and contemned, and condemned unto 
Death; ſolike him in che temper of his ſufferings, with 
ſo much meekneſs and fortitude, undauntedneſs of ſpi- 
rit, *and ſubmiſſion to the Will of God : So like him in 
the cauſe of his ſufferings, (as far as we may with all re- 
verence to the infinite and incomparable ſufferings of 
Chriſt, compare inferiour things with thoſe that areſo 
far above them;) Chriſt ſuffered for the good of his 
people, ſo did he: Chriſt for the freedome of his peo- 
- ple, ſo doth he for thefreedome of his : Indeed this 
difference there is, which bars our infinitely any equa- 
lity berween the one and other, Chriſt he ſuffered for 
the whole World, he but for his three Kingdomes : 
Chriſt to free his people from an eternal Captivity, and 
the Tyrannny of Satay ; Heto tree his Kingdomes from 
a temporal Captivity, and the Tyranny of wicked men: 
So that thoughin theſe things he be far below his Maſter 
Chriſt Jeſus, yet ſolike him, that I think ic will be ye- 
ry hard to finde a nearer parallel in any earthly ſtory : 
And like him tooin the perſon of the ſufferer, Chriſt 
was 2 King, and-ſo was hez Chriſt the ſupreme, and 
. Charles his Subſtitute z Chriſt a fpiritual King, he a 
temporal, whoſe Kingdome was-of this World, and - 
therefore according to our Saviours Rule, hi ſerw/ants 
ſhould have fought, that he ſhould not have been delivered
